The variegated ACANTHURUS. 


The new genus Acanthurus consists of such spe- 
cies of the Linntan genus Chetodon as, in contra- 
diction to the principal character of that genus, 
have moderately broad and strong teeth, and are 
also furnished on each side the tail with a moveable 
spine. Among the species of Acanthurus one of 
the most remarkable is that represented on the pre- 
sent plate, which is a native of the American seas, 
It is figured in its natural size, and is also accom- 
panied by a magnified outline of some ef the teeth.
